State Building Commission, com-

awarding of architectural work in 


connection with the extensive build- 
ing program at the State peniten- 
tiary. 

The two boards were chosen to 
co-operate in the administration of 
the $14,000,000 eleemosynary and 
penal building program. 

This morning the Advisory Board 
adopted a resolution calling on the 
Building Commission to rescind an 
action taken 10 days ago by which 
the firm of Alonzo Gentry, V0Os- 
kamp & Neville of Kansas City was 
selected to prepare the plans and 
specifications for all prison building 
not heretofore awarded. 

After considering the request the 
commission adjourned without tak- 
ing action, but will meet again 
Monday. The intervening time, it 
is understood, will be occupied in 
conferring with high lieutenants in 
the Pendergast organization in 
Kansas City. If the action can be 
rescinded without offending the po- 
litical powers, the commission will 
be disposed to comply with the de- 
mand of the board. If it cannot 
be, the commission is expected to 
stand by its original order. 

Though none of the members of 
the board would discuss the -possi- 
bility of resignations if the commis- 
sion does not rescind the order, it is 
understood that there is a strong 
possibility that at least two bi-par- 
tisan board members will retire. 

Origin of Differences. 

The controversy grew out of the 
‘employment of Gentry, Voskamp & 
Neville by the commission to pre- 
pare the plans and specifications 
for the entire penitentiary building 
program involving an expenditure 


| ‘of $2,760,694, whereas the Advisory 


Board had recommended 


that at 
‘the present time the firm be em- 
ployed to draw plans for only $690,- 
000 of construction. 

The difference in the amount of 
fees the architects will receive un- 
der the commission’s award is ap- 
proximately $100,000. The Advisory 
Board said it recommended work 
on which the fees would be about 
$33,000 while under the commis- 
sion’s employment the firm’s fees 
will be about $131,000. 

_ No question of the qualifications 
of architects selected enters into 
the controversy, the firm having 
prepared the plans for many large 
buildings, including the $4,000,000 
auditorium recently built in Kansas 
City. 

Evidence of Politics. 


Inquiry in Jefferson City, how- 
ever, has indicated that politics en- 
tered quite prominently into the 
negotiations which preceded the ac- 
tion of the commission. It does not 
appear that “Boss” Tom Pendergast 
of Kansas City personally issued in- 
structions, but it is known that 
some of the State officials who are 
members of the commission were 
approached by persons high in the 
Pendergast organization with a de- 
mand that the full award to the 
architects be made immediately. 

~The individual who actually 
brought about the action of the 
commission was Aleaxnder E. Bet- 
tis, vice-president of the Kansas 
City Power & Light Co., who is a 
member of the Advisory Board.

BRIEF DENOUNCES 
AAA RESTRICTIONS 
UN SUITS AS FRAUD 


John W. Davis Submits 
Arguments to Supreme 
Court in Louisiana Rice 
Millers’ Appeal. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6. — The 
administration’s amended farm pro- 
gram was denounced as “a fraud 


of the rights of the taxpayers,” in 
a brief filed with the Supreme Court 
today by John W. Davis. 

Davis, once the Democratic nomi- 
nee for the presidency, presented 
E. 
Hughes, a Chicago attorney repre- 
senting a number of nut and candy 
companies, had assailed the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act as “uncon- 
stitutional and illegal creditory pil- 
lage.” 

The Davis brief was presented 
preliminary to arguments Dec. 16 
on suits filed by Louisiana - ice mil- 
lers to test their right to obtain 
injunctions against the collection of 
processing taxes. 

Representing the Hygrade Food 
Products Corporation, the National 
Bircuit Co. and P. Lorillard Co., 
Davis contended that ‘the novel 
and drastic limitations imposed by 
the 1935 amendments on claims for 
refund of taxes paid under AAA 
make it an inadequate remedy, to- 
tally lacking in due process of law.” 

‘Scheme of the Government.’ 

“It is but a scheme on the part 
of the Government to get and keep 
unconstitutional exactions under 
AAA in fraud of the rights of the 
taxpayer,” he said. 

Davis referred to the AAA 
amendments enacted last August, 
requiring processors, before they 
may recover in the event the orig- 
inal tax is held invalid, to prove 
that they had not passed on the 
levy to consumer or producer. 

Davis contended it was an “ut- 
ter impossibility to satisfy the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue that 
such a tax on the act of processing 
had not been included in the price 
or passed on in some manner.” 

“The United States,” he said, “is 
seeking to get and keep the prop- 
erty of its citizens, notwithstand- 
ing the invalidity of its exactions. 

“There is no question that such 
is the scheme, the design, the in- 
tent, of these limitations. .. . Why 


should these momentous issues be 
kept hanging like an incubus over

Edwin A. Kayser in Talk, Says 
Sporadic Drives Are 
Not Enough.

Long-range planning based on the 
fundamentals of accident preven- 
tion—engineering, education and en- 
forcement-—is necessary to cut per- 
manently the traffic death and ac- 
cident rate, Edwin A. Kayser, pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Safety Coun- 
cil, told the Council’s Executive 
Committee at a meeting at Hotel 
Mayfair today. 

That “sporadic safety drives and 
short-lived enforcement campaigns 
produced little or no permanent 
benefits in the traffic accident sit- 
uation” was the opinion of leaders 
in the safety movement who at- 
tended the National Safety Con- 
gress at Louisville in October, Kay- 
ser said. 

He announced that a Highway 
Safety Committee of 45 prominent 
citizens and public officials which 
he appointed last summer to deal 
with the problem here has held 
several meetings, and will make in- 
vestigations and surveys in collabo- 
ration with the Natiqnal Safety 
Council’s five-year plan to save 38,- 
000 lives by reduction of traffic ac- 
cidents. 

His definitions of the fundamen- 
tals of accident prevention were: 
Engineering: installation of signs, 
Signals and roadway markings, 
safety zones, cross-walks, adequate 
illumination, investigation of acci- 
dent causes.

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TALMADGE SAY 
SECURITY ACT 


PRAUD ON PEOPLE E 


Asseris Farmers, ‘Tiscir 
Wives and Domestic Ser- 
vants Will Not Get ‘a 
Dime’ in Pensions. 


By the Associated Press. 

‘NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Gov. Eu- 
gene Talmadge of Georgia today 
denounced the New Deal as “a 
combination of the worst elements 
of Communism and Socialism.” 

“President Franklin D. Roose- 
vyelt is not a Democrat,” Gov. Tal- 
madge charged, citing his Atlanta 
address just a week ago, as his bid 
for re-election.. 

“If he secures the nomination by 
a convention parading in the name 
of the Democratic party, it will be 
the last of those great principles | 
enunciated by that great patriot, 

- Thomas Jefferson, who said: “The 
least governed are the best gov- 
erned.’” 

Three years ago, when Talmadge | 
first ran for Governor, the Demo- 
crats of Georgia rolled up a sis 
ord majority for both him and | 
Roosevelt. During Talmadge’s, 
campaign his manager, Hugh How- 
ell, an Atlanta lawyer, who intro- 
duced him over a nation-wide ra- 
dio network today, emphasized the 
friendship between the executives. 
A break came several months later | 
when Gov. Talmadge criticised the | 
Roosevelt administration, centering 
on its monetary and farm policies. 

Social Security Act. 

Talmadge said that he “never 
dreamed” that the Roosevelt brain- 
trusters would “ever try to force 
on the American public and make 
them believe any such fraud as the 
present social security law.” 

“This one act of Congress,” he 
gaid, “has been misrepresented and 
has fooled more people than any 
other law that was ever written on 
the statute books.” 

Talmadge said domestic servants 
and farmers and the farmers’ wives 
and children were the real “forgot- 
ten men and women,” because, he 

- gaid, not one dime of the money 
under the act would go to paying 
old age pensions to farmers, farm 
laborers or domestic servants 
“however old or infirm, or how- 
ever deserving the case might be.” 

Talmadge charged “the present 
administration has spent more 
money during the last three years 
than all the administrations of the 
United States combined—from 
George Washington to Woodrow 
Wilson.” 

Saying that the  $4,880,000,000' 
works appropriation is to be spent 
“during the election year,” Tal- 
madge called on the Government to 
pay $2,500,000,000 of it to retire the 
soldiers’ bonus. 

President and the Bankers. 

Referring to the President's ad- 
dress in Atlanta, the Governor 
quoted him as saying that “the 
bankers said the Government could | 
easily go into debt 55 to 70 billion | 
dollars to help them.” Talmadge 
said some of the responsible inion d 
ers of the country “deny it, and 
challenge the President to name | 
the bankers who made the state-. 
ment.” : 

“So far, we have not heard the | 
names of the bankers who were to | 
borrow any such amounts. 

“However, it is not at all surpris-_ 

* Ing that a great number of ‘would-| 
be’ millionaires, parading under the | 
name of bankers, saw the great op- | 
portunity of running with any kind | 
of pipe dream they knew no one) 
but a professor or brain truster 
would believe.” 

Talmadge said the Roosevelt ad-| 
ministration was claiming credit 
for ending child labor in mills and 
factories, but that actually the 
present laws were passed by states 
prior to Mr. Roosevelt's inaugura- 
tion. He said it is true that Con- 
gress since that time had passed a 
bill calling for a constitutional 
amendment to set up a bureau in 
Washington regulating the labor of 
children. 

“This child labor law,” Talmadge 
said, “was copied from Russia. To 
the credit of the several states of 
this Union, Russia did not pre- 
vail.” 

Gov. Talmadge announced a for- 
mal call for a Democratic conven- 
tion similar to the “grass roots” 
meeting of the Republicans will be 
issued within 10 days. The Gov- 
ernor said that “John Henry Kirby 
of Houston, Tex., and I will issue 
the call jointly and we’ll hold the 
meeting in Atlanta some time in 
January.” 

Kirby is chairman of the “South- 
ern Committee to Uphold the Con- 
stitution,” which was organized 
three months age and which Gov.

Talmadge. “Abolish the Federa! in- 
come tax, leave that to the states 
and they wouldn’t need anything | 
else. Georgia paid $29,000,000 “in | 
income taxes last year and that 
would more than run the tsate.”

DAUGHTER TALKS 
ABOUT MARK THAN 


Mrs. Gabrilowitsch Says He 
Vainly Tried to Master 
High Wheel Bicycles. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 6.—Clara 
Clemens Gabrilowitsch, daughter of 
Mark Twain, remembers her father 
as a picturesque, spirit-stirring man 
with all the rich, human character- 
istics of the fiction that carried him 
to fame. 


Climaxing..months of celebrating 
the Mark Twain centennial, many 
communities last Saturday marked 
the 100th anniversary of his birth. 

“He had great love for the pic- 
turesque, and unconsciously sup- 
plied that element wherever he 
went, either in appearance or in 
unexpected thoughts expressed in 
striking language,” says Mrs.: Gab- 
rilowitsch. 

“Electric” Presence at Wedding. 

She speaks of her father’s “elec- 
tric” presence at her wedding to 
Ossip Gabrilowitsch, the famous 
musician, in 1909: 

“The bridegroom and I felt more 
or less conspicuous, but we needn’t 
have, because father was there — 
and he wore his scariet Oxford 
gown at my request. In addition to 
his appearance, his dynamic per- 
sonality was highly expressive even 
as a silent witness. It was almost 
tangible in the way that fire seems 
tangible.” 

Mark Twain died the year after 
the wedding. d 

Mrs. Gabrilowitsch recalls that 
“at the time those lofty bicycles 
were being used, one could see Mark 
Twain mounted on top of a huge 
wheel with an anxious expression 
on his face and curls waving in the 
breeze, while he vainly tried to 
guide the clumsy vehicle in the 
direction it should go. Many a fall 
he philosophically endured as an 
essential part of the experience. Yet 
ih spite of hercic determination, 
father never mastered that sport.” 

Traveled With Father. 

Clara Clemens traveled all over 
the world with her father. The 
family, Mr. and Mrs. Samuel L. 
Clemens and the three daughters, 


Susie, Clara and Jean, lived for sev- |. 


eral years abroad at the turn of the 
century. 

Susie and Jean Clemens died 
Many years ago and Clara Clemens 
Gabrilowitsch and her daughter, 
Nina, who was graduated from 
Barnard College last year, are the 
only living direct descendants of 
Mark Twain. 

Mrs. Gabrilowitsch says she be- 
lieves “Joan. of Arc” was her fa- 
ther’s favorite among his own 
writings, “partly because that sub- 
ject interested him more than any 
‘other, and partly because the poet- 
ic, romantic side of his nature was 

_ better satisfied when writing about 
a figure of Joan’s qualities and ex- 
ces.” . ‘ 

Mrs. Gabrilowitsch, as a singer, 
has appeared frequently in concerts 
with her husband. She is an ax.thor, 
lecturer and actress. Last vear, she 
played the lead in the Drury Lane 
Players’ Detroit production of “Ro- 
mence.” She appeared often with 
the Bonstelle company. Perhaps her 
greatest success was in the title 
role in George Bernard Shaw’s “St. 
Joan of Arc.” 


DEMONSTRATIONS IN TEACHING 
OF DEAF CHILDREN GIVEN 


Central Institute Shows Methods of 
Using Other Senses to Supplant 
Impaired Hearing. 

Methods applied in teaching the 
deaf to use other senses to supplant 
impaired hearing were demonstrat- 
ed night at the Central Insti- 
tute for the Deaf, 818 South Kings- 
highway. About 200 persons, most 
of whom were recent subscribers 
to the scholarship and maintenance 
fund of the institution, attended. 

The demonstration ranged from 
work done with four-year-old chil- 
dren who are congenitally deaf to 


instruction for mature persons who 


have lost their hearing and who are 
taught lip-reading to aid them in 
conversation.. Deaf children eight 
years old, recited stories and did 
mental arithmetic. 

A group of sixth-grade pupils, 
also totally deaf, discussed figures 
in the news and another group 
demonstrated their ability to detect 
rhythm by placing their hands on 
a piano while it was being played.

With Dave Maittis in the starring 
role, the St. Louis University Billi- 
kens opened their 1935-36 basketball 
campaign last night by overtaking 
McKendree and winning out, 22 to 
19, on the Billikens’ floor. Apart 
from the outcome of the game, the 
800-odd spectators were interested 
in watching Millard Manis, six-foot- 
eight-inch center of McKendree, do 
his stuff. 

Manis played a creditable game, 
getting three field goals, but if you 
believe Mike Nyikos, Bil:iken coach, 
Manis’ height is a detriment rather 
than an asset. “Look,” Nyikos said, 
“He’s got to shoot almost on a 
dead line for the basket unless he’s 
following through, because the 
basket’s only 10 feet from the floor. 
A smaller man has to loft the ball 
in a natural are and the physicists 
could prove that the player who is 
not as tall as Manis would have an 
easier time sinking the long shots 
because the greater the arc the 
less elliptical the basket opening.” 

Roy Newsom, the referee, agreed 
with Nyikos’ diagnosis and added, 
“yes, and on bank shots, too, an 
extremely tall man is handicapped 
since it is difficult for him to gauge 
accurately just where he should hit 
the backboard. Instead of being 
slightly under the board he is al- 
most level with it and that tends 
to make the rebound direct rather 
than slanting.” 

He’s An Interesting Theory. 

This flat arc theory evidently 
does not always apply since 
“Stretch” Murphy of Purdue was 
away up there in the clouds 
and the Western Conference 
thought enough of him to give 
him “All-Star” honors, but there 
has been a prevailing opinion that 
an extremely lanky center was 
necessary to control the tip-off and 
to be in the “hole” on center feed 
plays. However, under the new 
rule the advantage of a tall center 
‘is minimized since one rule states 
that an offensive player, with or 
without possession of the ball, may 
stay in the free-throw zone only 
three seconds and another one says 
that after a free throw resulting 
from a personal foul is made, the 
team against which the free throw 
was allowed, shall put the ball in 
play from out of bounds under the 
basket. That does away with re- 
turning the ball to center for a 
tipoff. 

Maybe if the new rules hadn’t 
been in effect Manis’ height ad- 
vantage might have won the battle. 
It took a long pull by the Billikens 
, to come from behind and win in the 
last three and one-half minutes of 
play. Dave Mattis, who by the way 
is not quite six feet tall, led St. 
St. Louis U. to victory. 

' While Mattis’ mates were having 
trouble handling the ball and pass- 
ing it and almost as much difficul- 
ty finding the basket he remained 
wide-awake and slipped a pass to 
Capt. Herb Fash which Fash 
dropped into the goal for the 
points that put the Billikens out in 
front, 20 to 19.

Secretary of State Issues 
Carefully-Worded State- 


ment on Autonomy 
Movement in North. 


‘RIGHTFUL CONCERN 
TO. MANY POWERS’ 


Mentions American Inter- 
ests in Affected Area and 
Says ‘This Government 
Adheres to Treaties.’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Secre- 
tary of State Hull issued a carefully 
phrased statement on the auton- 
omy movement in North China last 
night in which he said it is “most 
important ... that governments 


and peoples keep faith in principles 
and pledges.” 

The statement did not mention 
Japan by name, or the nine-Power 
treaty under which Japan and other 
nations guaranteed the irtegrity of 
China and the “open door” for for- 
eign trade. : 

The statement spoke of America’s 
interests in North China—of the 
American citizens, property, “com- 
mercial and cultural activities” 
there. 

A question unanswered was what 
steps, if any, the administration 
might contemplate if the auton- 
omy movement which the United 
States is “closely observing” should 
go on. 

Once before, the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration called Japan’s atten- 
tion to treaty pledges about China. 
That was in April, 1934, when the 
American Ambassador made rep- 
resentations in Tokio against Jap- 
anese proclamation of a “Monroe 
Doctrine” policy in the Orient. 
That Japanese pronouncement was 
interpreted “recaay d as a warn- 
ing to other Powers to keep “hands 
off” China. 

Respect for Treaties. 

“This Government adheres to the 
provisions of the treaties to which 
it is a party and continues to be- 
speak respect by all nations for 
the provisions of treaties solemnly 
entered into for the purpose of fa- 
cilitating and regulating, to recip- 
rocal and common advantage, the 
contacts between and among the 
countries signatory,’ the statement 
of Hull says. 

The nine-Power treaty, to which 
Hull referred to without mention- 
ing it by name, was signed in 
Washington in 1922. It is the chief 
instrument now governing Amer- 
ican policy in the Far East. It was 
signed not only by the United 
States, Japan, and Great Britain, 
but also by France, Belgium, Italy, 
the Netherlands, Portugal and 
China. 

Although Japan was not men- 
tioned by name in the body of the 
Secretary's statement, “Japanese 
activities” were mentioned in the 
foreword explaining that the state- 
me was issued in reply to in- 
oe ll by press correspondents. 

The statement of Hull followed 
the assertion by Sir Samuel Hoare, 
British Foreign Secretary, that any- 
thing lending color to the belief 
that Japanese influence was behind 
the autonomy move, “can only do 
harm to the prestige of Japan.” 

It was recalled here that Sir 
Ronald Lindsay, the British Am- 
bassador, discussed the Chinese-Jap- 
anese crisis with Hull recently. 

Text of Hull’s Statement. 

Following is the text of the state- 

ment by Secretary Hull: 


“In reply to inquiries by press 
correspondents in regard to the 
‘autonomy movement’ in North 


China, Chinese and Japanese ac- 
tivities in relation thereto and the 
American Government’s attitude: 

“There is going on in and with 
regard to North China a political 
struggle which is unusual in char- 
acter and which may have  far- 
reaching effects. The persons men- 
tioned in reports of it are many; 
the action is rapid and covers a 
large area; opinions with regard to 
it vary; what may come of it no 
one could safely undertake to say; 
but, whatever the origin, whoever 
the agents, be what they may the 
methods, the fact‘stands out that an 
effort is being made—and is being 
resisted—to bring about a substan- 
tial change in the political status 
and condition of several of China's 
Northern provinces. 


Concern of Many Powers. 

“Unusual developments in any 
part of China are rightfullv and 
necessarily of concern, not alone to 
the Government and people of 
China, but to all of the many Pow- 
ers which have interests in China. 
For, in relations with China and in 
China, the treaty rights and treaty 
obligations of the ‘treaty Powers’ 
are in general identical. The Unit- 
ed States is one of those Powers.

Bake Cake Now If You Want a Rich Moist. 
Product for Christmas and Let It Be 
Light or Dark. 


The time has come again to talk 
of fruit cakes. For some reason 
fruit cakes always spell a festive 
Christmas season and these rich 
brown cakes, bursting with delicious 
nuts and candied fruit, having a 
faint aroma get us started in the 
right direction. 
Make Them Now. 

If you want your cake to be moist 
and rich by the time the holidays 
roll around, you’d better not delay 
in getting together all the good 
things tht go into it and putting it 
together. Make them any size you 
like; a big round or loaf for the 
family or a number of small ones 
that will serve as gifts to dear 
friends. 
There is no trick to making a 
fruit cake. 
coarsely. Discovering the goodies in 
the slice is half the fun of fruit 
cakes so you will want them cut in 
order that you may be able to iden- 
tify them. 

Bake Slowly. 
Fruit cake should bake very slow- 
ly. For a rich fruit cake the En- 
glish insist that the best results are 
had fromgsteaming the cake for one 
and a half hours and then com- 
pleting the cooking time by baking 
in a slow oven, Line the cake tin 
with at least two thickness of 
white paper which has been greased 
and when the top seems to brown 
too rapidly cover it with a thick- 
ness of heavy paper. 
When the cake is cool cover the 
top with a glaze made of powdered 
sugar and hot water and set halves 
of candied cherries and almonds 
in patterns about the top. Keep the 
cake in a tin cake box and sprinkle 
with brandy or cider at least once 
every other day. 

Light or Dark. 
The choice between light and 
dark fruit cakes is a personal one. 
Most of us have been brought up 
with the idea that fruit cake can be 
only one color and that is dark. 
Some of the most delicate cakes 
that have ever been turned out are 
not dark but light and there seems 
to be no trouble about keeping them 
fresh since the amount of fruit used 
is responsible for that. 
As far as recipes go, fruit cakes 
vary only slightly in the ingredients. 
Some prefer honey to sugar, others 
use fruit juices instead of brandy. 
We recommend that you pick your 
recipe and then stick to it if it 
turns out to be what you want. The 
recipes given below are for either 
dark or light fruit cakes. 

Dark Fruit Cake. 

One pound butter. 


One and one-half pounds brown 
sugar. 

One and one-quarter pounds 
flour. 

Ten eggs. 

One cup molasses. 


One-half cup coffee infusion. 
Juice and grated rind of two 
oranges. 
Juice and grated rind of one lem- 
on. 
One cup tart jelly. 
One teaspoon soda. 
One-half cup brandy. 
One-half pound almonds. 
Three pounds raisins. 
Two pounds currants. 
One pound citron. 
One pound dates. 
Two teaspoons nutmeg. 
One teaspoon mace. 
One teaspoon cloves. 
Two teaspoons cinnamon. 
Three teaspoons baking powder. 
Cream together the butter and su. 
gar. Add the molasses, coffee, 
brandy, lemon, orange and jelly. 
Roll the fruit in one cup of flour. 
Sift together all the dry ingredients 
and add to the first mixture. Beat 
eggs well and add. Add fruit last. 
Pour into greased paper lined pans. 
Cover with heavy waxed paper and 
steam for two hours, then bake in 
a slow oven (300 degrees) for one 
hour. 

White Fruit Cake. 
One pound butter. 
Two cups sugar.

One-half pound citron. 
Two teaspoons cinnamon.

GERMAN NON-INTERFERENCE. 

Winston Churchill, it had been widely predicted, 

would hold a responsible post in the new British 
Cabinet, perhaps as First Lord of the Admiralty. 
Objections have come from Germany, however, and 
there now are indications that Prime Minister Bald- 
win, eager for a friendly understanding with Berlin, 
may withhold the appointment. The fiery Churchill's 
most recent offense against the Nazis was a mag- 
azine article in which he expressed caustic doubts 
that Hitler’s alleged pacifism was genuine. This 
brought a formal protest from Berlin. Churchill 
has warned Britons of the “Nazi menace,” and has 
urged arming against it. For these utterances, the 
regimented German press just now is engaged in a 
campaign of sniping against Churchill. 
This is a quite minor matter on the broad stage of 
world affairs. It is worthy of note only because 
somehow it recalls a recent statement by Dr. Hans 
Luther, German Ambassador, when undergoing the 
ordeal of close questioning about German domestic 
policies by students at the University of Wisconsin. 
On that occasion, Dr. Luther said (and similar ex- 
pressions have come from Berlin): “We as a Ger- 
man nation expect that no other nation will inter- 
fere with our interior affairs and we will not inter- 
fere with their interior affairs.”

tion of oil sanctions on Italy. There are two ifs to 
Britain’s acceptance of the step, as voiced by Sir 
Samuel—if the other League Powers decide on such 
action, and if non-member states will not nullify 
the embargo. 

It was British leadership that brought about im- 
position of sanctions in the first place, and there 
seems no likelihood that the other co-operating na- 
tions, realizing the gravity of the situation, will now 
turn against that leadership. The greater part of 
Italy’s oi] supply comes from the nations now par- 
ticipating in sanctions; little if any can be expected 
from Germany, Austria or Japan. Our own Govern- 
ment has shown readiness to shut off oil shipments 
to Italy—at least “abnormal’ shipments—so far as 
possible under the present form of the Neutrality 
Act. Britain’s declaration should be counted upon 
to end the uncertainty surrounding the taking of 
this important step toward making sanctions effec- 
tive. 

Sir Samuel speaks conciliatingly to Italy, dis- 
claiming any wish on England's part to humiliate 
or weaken that country. He seemingly realizes, how- 
ever, that a determined front on oil sanctions now is 
a stronger weapon for peace than appeals to Musso- 
lini, which have uniformly failed. Oil is of such 
pressing necessity to Italy that shutting it off must 
‘in the end bring Mussolini to terms. A united front 
is necessary to make that action successful, and Sir 
Samuel's forthright declaration is a long step toward 
establishing complete collective action.

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TODAY AND TOMORROW 


By Walter Lippmann 


I. Developments in Neutrality 


UST as the proof of the pudding is to 
J eat it, so the proof of successful neutral- 

ity is to stay out of war. This sounds 
obvious enough. Yet the fact is that the 
United States has never in its history man- 
aged to avoid being drawn into a general 
European war. Invariably, we begi by 
declaring our neutrality and end by par- 
ticipating in the war. 

Three times during the two great Eu- 
ropean wars that have been fought since 
America became independent, we have found 
ourselves involved in the fighting—against 
France in 1798, against England in 1812 and 
against Germany in 1917. (The “war” of 
1798 resulted from this country’s refusal to 
join France in fighting England, followed 
by French ill treatment of American en- 
voys, the “XYZ affair.” Though Congress 
did not declare war, it abrogated the treaties 
with France, and a state of war existed. 
American ships captured 84 French vessels 
and disrupted French commerce in the West 
Indies. When Napoleon took power, he 
made peace overtures which were accepted. 
—Editor’s note.) 

A neutral policy which results in becoming 
a belligerent is evidently not a successful 
policy. It does not work. The American 
people are now looking for a neutral policy 
which will work in the event of another gen- 
eral European war. 

° * . 


There are at the present time four differ- 
ent neutral policies under practical consid- 
eration and it is useful, I think, to dis- 
tinguish them clearly. 

The first is the traditional policy, popu- 
larly known as the freedom of the seas. 
In substance, it holds that there must be 
as little interference as possible with Amer- 
ican exports to both belligerents. For 150 
years, whenever America has herself been 
neutral, we have insisted upon the “neutral 
right” to trade with belligerents. We. have 
recognized that, under certain conditions, 
some or all of this trade may be stopped, 
but always we have tried to restrict the 
right to interfere with it. 

The second policy, which it is necessary to 
fix in mind, can be identified as the con- 
gressional policy of August, 1935. If we 
look only at its main provisions, the joint 
resolution of Congress prohibited the ex- 
port of weapons. It abolished American 
trade in the actual weapons used in battle. 
But it made no change in the law respect- 
ing the export of raw materials or other 
supplies used in manufacturing weapons or 
in conducting a war. Thus under the con- 
gressional policy, Ethiopia, which has no 
arms factories, and Italy, which has arms 
factories, are both forbidden to buy arms 
in America. But Italy can still buy the 
copper, the steel, the oil, the cotton to make 
arms. And so can Ethiopia. But Ethiopia 
cannot make the arms even if she buys 
the raw materials. 

. + aa 

The third policy may be identified as the 
presidential policy of Oct. 5. This was a 
declaration that while it was legal to ex- 
port anything except weapons to Italy (and 
to Ethiopia), all trade with either country 
by American business men would be “at 
their own risk.” 

This was a complete reversal of the policy 
of the freedom of the seas. Instead of pro- 
tecting neutral trade, as this country had 
always attempted to do in the past, it de- 


nied that trade the protection of the United 
States Government. It meant that Ameri- 
cans could continue to export, let us say, oil 
to Italy and Ethiopia, but if the oil was 
captured, the American exporter must not 
expect the State Department to help him. 

On Oct. 5, therefore, our position was as 
follows: the trade in weapons was forbid- 
den; all other war trade was permitted but 
none of it was to be protected. 

* . ° 

The fourth policy, which may convenient- 
ly be named the restriction of war trade, 
has gradually been developing in a series of 
official statements, dated Oct. 10, Oct. 30, 
Nov. 15 and Nov. 26. As this new policy 
raises the most far-reaching and difficult 
questions, it will be well to note exactly how 
it has developed. 

Remember that the export to Italy (and 
Ethiopia) of vital raw materials, particu- 
larly oil, copper, iron and steel, is not pro- 
hibited by law. Remember, too, that Ethi- 
opia has no navy and that the League sanc- 
tions do not include a blockade of Italy. 
It is, therefore, legal and practicable for 
Italy to buy these necessary materials in 
the United States as long as she has the 
money to pay for them. 

Now it quickly transpired that there was 
a spectacular increase in American war 
trade with Italy. Exports of oil in Oc- 
tober were four times as large as they were 
a year earlier. Exports of copper, iron 
and steel were three times as great. For 
a number of reasons, which we need not 
examine at the moment, though they need 
to ‘be examined very thoroughly later, the 
administration decided to oppose the growth 
of war trade with Italy (and Ethiopia). 

The administration worked up its opposi- 
tion gradually. On Oct. 10, Secretary Hull 
said the Government policy “was certainly 
not intended to encourage” war trade. On 
Oct. 30, the President said he was opposed 
to “greatly extending our trade in such 
materials,” and on the same day Secretary 
Hull declared our policy was “to discour- 
age dealings” in war materials. On Nov. 
15, he named “oil, copper, trucks, tractors, 
scrap iron and scrap steel” as commodities 
the export of which “is directly contrary to 
the policy of this Government.” On Nov. 
26, he modified this moral prohibition by 
explaining that the administration was op- 


posed to “abnormal trade” in war mate- 
rials. 
. + ° 
This is where the matter now stands. 


The position may be summarized as follows: 

1. The export of weapons to belligerents 
is forbidden. 

2. All other trade with belligerents is legal- 
ly permitted but is denied diplomatic pro- 
tection. 

3. Trade in necessary war materials. 
though not legally prohibited, is to be active- 
ly discouraged if it becomes “abnormally” 
large. 

It is clear enough that the most difficult 
and the most debatable part of the policy, 
the one which requires the most thorough 
scrutiny, is the policy of restricting war 
trade. Congress specifically refused to re- 
strict it by law when the question was 
discussed in August. When the whole ques- 
tion is reconsidered this winter (the present 
law expires Feb. 29, 1936), it will have to be

a majority of the commission modi- 
fied it to provide merely that no 
former employe could appear be- 
fore the commission within two 
years in connection with a matter 
which he had handled, investigated 
or passed on. Payne denounced 
this as a subterfuge, pointing out 
that the atforney affected could 
contend that the matter at issue 
had not been handled by him, but 
by one of his subordinates. 


The Supreme Court’s rule pro- 
hibits any former employe from 
appearing before it within two 
years of the termination of his em- 
ployment. Using this as a model, 
Payne drafted a rule for the com- 
mission, and submitted his draft to 
eminent lawyers and heads of bar 
associations in more than half the 
states. The response was an over- 
whelming approval. The venerable 
Elihu Root wote: “I think that for 
geveral reasons your commission 
can protect itself against attempts 
at improper practice in cases be- 
fore it by following rule three of 
the revised rules of the Supreme 
Court. I think that rule is adequate 
for protection, and the fact that 
it follows the Supreme Court will 
tend to exclude any idea that you 
are arbitrary or unjust.” 

Approved by Lawyers. 

John W. Davis said: “I think the 
rule which you propose, denying the 
right of appearance for two years 
to any person serving in the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
is eminently wise and just.” 

Newton D. Baker, former Secre- 
tary of War, in adding his approval, 
recalled that several lawyers who 
had been connected with the Judge 
Advocate General's office during the | 
World War, subsequently advertised 
that connection as a reason for be- 
ing employed by private firms 
which had claims against the Gov- 
ernment growing out of war-time 
contracts. He considered the prac- 
tice so scandalous that he caused 
a rider to be attached to a War 
Department appropriation bill mak- 
ing such employment unlawful. 

William D. Guthrie of New York, 
Felix Frankfurter of Harvard and 
the presidents of more than 20 state 
bar associations gave vigorous and 
unqualified expressions of approval. 
Thus armed, Payne was successful 
in obtaining the adoption of the 
rule, although not without a fight.

commissioners divided on the issue, 
five to two. 

The Case of Spearman. 
Meantime, a situation had arisen 
which tended further to focus at- 
tention on the matter. Paul D. P. 
Spearman had resigned as assistant 
general counsel of the commission 
to enter a private law firm having 
an extensive practice before the 
commission, Subsequently he came 
back to the commission as its gen- 
reral counsel. 
_ As adopted by the commission, 
the two-year rule became effective 
July 1, and applied only to persons 
who were in the commission’s em- 
ploy on that date. Thereupon 
Spearman tendered his resignation 
as general counsel, to take effect 
June 30, the day before the two- 
year rule became operative. 

A few weeks before these events, 
Station WNBF, at Binghamton, 
N. Y., an old, established station, 
had applied to the commission for 
increased power and change of fre- 
quency. While the application was 
pending, the Knox Gelatine Co. of 
Schenectady, applied for a permit 
to erect a station, using the same 
frequency for which the Bing- 
hamton station had asked. 
Immediately after his resigna- 
tion as general counsel, Spearman 
was retained by the Knox Gelatine 
Co. to press its application before 
the commission. The company pre- 
viously had been represented by a 
prominent Washington law firm. 
Hearings were held. Examiner 
John P. Bramhall heard the appli- 
cation of the Binghamton station, 
and recommended fhat it be de 
nied. Examiner P. W. Seward heard 
the application of the Knox Gela- 
tine Co. and recommended that it 
be granted. Both Bramhall and 
Seward were former subordinates 
of Spearman. 
Modification Urged. 

Last week the commission re- 
ceived a copy of a resolution adopt- 
ed by the Federal Bar Association, 
urging modification ~of the two- 
year rule. The Federal Bar Asso- 
ciation ostensibly is composed of 
lawyers employed by the Govern- 
ment, but on a roster of its offi- 
cers, which came attached to the 
resolution, appeared the name of 
Spearman, as a member of the 
executive council, although he has 
not been in the Gowernment’s em- 
ploy since June 30. 
The resolution urged that the 
two-year rule be amended to “make 
it conform to Section 190, of the re- 
vised statutes of the United 
States.” Looking up this statute, 
members of the commission discov- 
ered that it was a law prohibiting 
former Government employes from 
pressing claims against the Gov- 
ernment which they had handled 
while Government employes. 
Under the cover of outward calm, 
the commission is torn with dis- 
sension. At least two of the seven 
members are reported to be working 
strenuously for the proposed 
change. Payne is leading the fight 
against it, and seems assured at 
least of the support of Commis- 
sioners Walker and Stewart. The 
other commissioners are: Anning 
Prall, chairman; E. O. Sykes, for- 
mer chairman; Thad Brown and 
Norman Case. 
Tending to add fuel to the fire, 
the application of the Binghamton 
station will come up for a rehear- 
ing next Monday. A decision or 
modification of the two-yéar rule 
is scheduled for later in the week. 

Criminal Trial in Progress. 
The sort of thing at which the 
two-year rule is aimed is vividly 
illustrated by a criminal trial now 
proceeding in the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia, in 
which a New York tax consultant 
and two former employes of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue are 
charged with conspiring to defraud 
the United States by making use 
of official information in an in- 
come tax case. 
Those on trial are Frank B. Mc- 
Elhill, the New York tax consul- 
tant, and John W. Hardgrove and 
Henning R. Nelson, former Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau employes. The 
case revolves around an attempt 
to obtain a reduction in the $149,- 
000 income tax assessment of Thom- 
as N. McCarter, New Jersey utility 
magnate, head of the Edison Elec- 
tric Institute, the trade association 
of the power industry. 
Testifying yesterday, John A. 
Conlin, regularly employed by Mc- 
Carter as a tax consultant, told a 
jury that McElhill approached him 
last year with the suggestion that 
McElhill, Hardgrove and Nelson be 
employed to negotiate for the re- 
duction. He said McElhill repre- 
sented that the personal contacts 
enjoyed by himself, Hardgrove and 
Nelson would enable them to settle 
the’case “in short order.” He quot- 
ed McElhill as saying: “I have han- 
dled lots of these cases, and I know 
the head of the bureau from which 
the conferee will be appointed to 
handle the McCarter case. My 
usual practice is to take the boys 
out to lunch and to the night clubs, 
where we discuss the cases without 
too much regard for their merits.”
